President Thieu is trying every nıeans 
at his disposal to get to grips witlı the 
problem of developing his country 
evonomically. Now virtually the whole of 
his evonomies Cabinet have Fallen victim to 
this, It is possible that Thieu was looking 
for scapegoats for the lack of success of his 
economic policy.

Nevertheless here are no signs even in 
Laos (hat potential ald donors ara getting 
together lo plan campaigns of aid.

The generals opened fire and hundreds 
died.' [n this kind of situation many 
another country would have beer on the 
verge of catastrophe.

There remains 1he questlon’ of 
Thalland’s position with regard to foreign 
pallcy, The military with their close ties 
wîth lho USA have sa far been able lo 
protect their country from cornmunlst 
aitack, It ia to be hoped that Bangkok 
canı keep this up, .

. The “power” that no one controls is 
the Council of Ministers.

However, the work of the Council of 
Ministers is increasingly being paralyzed 
by the mutual right of veto. Important 
problems are being laid aside as a result, 

So it is no wonder that people and 
organisalions that care about the future 
of Europe are demanding a tougher 
European policy, democratisation of the 
Council of Ministers and strengthening of 
the European Parliament.

In his semil-documenlary feature film 
Willutzki depicts efforts by tenants on a 
building estate in Berlin to get organised 
following swingeing rent increases.

Analher rigorous example of the 
modern “silent fim” was Le Cousin Jules 
by Dominique Benicheti from Frunce. 
This {eclnically absolulely perfect film 
with a running lime of ninety minutes iş 
aceompanied solely by intensive sterco 
sounds, With infinite cinemascope pivtt- 
res it shows the simple life of ait uld 
smith, and al the beginning lis wife, too, 
But she did midway through Ihe 
five-year filming period. So intense is thic 
depiction of rural life that one would 
think it were back in the nineteenth 
century. 

Mast of the documentary films slowed 
a deal of sensilivity. Filtmınakers tuday 
are Far more concerned with puting 
acruss atmosphere, emotions and feelings 
than spectacular action. In most cases 
there is one or two main characters only. 
Often these are played by laymen arid ıo1 
ACTS. 

These trends were held in conımen by 
films from Poland — Fhrough and 
through by Grzegorz Krölikiewicz: India 
— Afaya Darran by Kumar Shahani; 
South Africa — Boesman & Lena by Ross 
Devenish; or The Netherlands — 
Zwartziek by Jacob Bijl, 

One exception was f/njun Fencler by 
Belgian bom Robert Cordier who lives In 
America, which ended the Film Week. 
Without doubt this was the loudest, 
wildest and maddest film of the whole 
festival. It covers the last 36 hours in the 
life of an Indian living in New York wiıo 
becomes a rock star. 

The Film Week (this year was 
unfortunately not as good a vintage as the 
1973 wine served in Mannheim.

About three hundred films from 33 
couıiries were shown to the selection 
committee. The committee sorted out 71 
films from a couple of dozen countries, 
The showing of hese was divided up into 
cightecn competition groups and fourteen 
information sections. Additional ad hoe 
infomation events and 4 retrospective 
“film of the year” increased Ihe number 
of films on show to about one lındred, 

Apart from lhe 400 filmmakers and 
close on 200 journalisis there were 
members uf the public at the festival. By 
the first day more than 300 season tickets 
had been sold.

An audio book was introduced at the Frankfurt Book Fair, 
wlth a foil which transmits sound by means of a so-called /oı

Many readers ure interested in 
contemporary history, especially if they 
have experienced it Personally, but they 
are not necessarily interested in the year 
in which they and more prominent 
contentporatles happened to be born, 

Extensive coverige and good write-ups 
in the press and on radio and television 
cannot help a book lo success if it does 
uot cater for the immediate interests of 
he reading public. Publishers concen. 
trating on works of literature will agree. 

Siegfrlod Unseld, the head of Sulr- 
kamp, is in perfect control of 
distribution, the most important factor in 
achieving high sales figures, and has thus 
been able to sell to book-shops and 
consequently to purchasers books which 
foer publishing comtpany would not 

€ able to market, 

But he too has been responsible for 
some mgjor flops,’ One of the most 
striking was the Sanmhtng Iısel. This 
series died a slow death and had to be 
wound up after fifty volumes. The 
number of copies printed lad sunk 
sleadily from ten thousand at the 
beginning to 1,200 by the end. 

Even ideas that seem to caler for the 
general demand can flop if they are 
poorly planned or applied to the wrong 
sector, as a number of Publishers have 
discovered in recent years with a 
“nonr-book” called the card cassette. 
These works consist of a number of small 
cards on a variety of subjects such as 
sport, motoring and hiking. But none of 
these series proved successful, 

But this idea is noi basically wrong. 
The recipe cards published by Grifer und 
Unzer have not flopped, nor has the 
“Gartothek", a series of over eight 
hundred cards, divided into cassettes of 
thirty, which deal with all aspects of

But the laws governing series have 
changed as much as the system of supply 
and demand on the rest of the book 
market. The most recent stalement 
announcing Lhe demise of one of these 
series came from the S. Fischer publishing 
¢ompitny, Frankfurt, When the fortieth 
volume of the Conditio {lunana series is 
published next year, it will be wound up . 
The sertes was iuunched in 1968 amidst a 
glare of publicity, 

A nuınber of publishing companies 
have failed in their atlempls to make 
modern literature by as yet unknown 
wrilers successful by including them in 
one of their series. 

Among the failures in this sector are 
Hanser's Prosa vira, now only called Prosa 
unrfut within the firm, Deutsche 
Verlagsanstalt’s Standpunkte, Fischer's 
Doppelpunkt and Suh rkamp’s eis. 

Publishing companies did not start 
finding purchasers for these serles until 
they combined literature and theoretical 
or academic texts. Two series — edition 
Sulrkamp and Rethe Hanser — proves 
that this combination is just what the 
Younger generation today want, 

Hoffmann and Campe's series Jahr und 
Jahrgang provides a gaod example for the 
limits iraposed on marketing in the book 
trade. The series, In which writers outline 
the events of a given year and the destiny 
of people born in if, was originally 
conceived as a series of “birthday 
Presents” and was launched with 140,000 
Marks’ worth of advertising. 

Sixteen titles appar and .none of 
them sold more than forty per cent of the 
initial printing. Only after success was a 
long time in coming did the firm decide 
that it had catered for the undeniable 
demand with the wrong ype of book,

[I hrce thousand elght hundred publi- 

shers presented some qtlarter of a 
million books at this year’s Frankfurt 
Book Falr. Seventy-nine thousand of 
them were new publicatlons but few will 
ever be success, 

Even those books which have tlie 
benefit of extensive advertising are not 
certain of achieving a place on the 
best-seller fists — or even reaching high 
sales figures, 

Success cannot be bought with money 
or clever advertising. Many books or 
serles in which publishors place their 
hopes — and invest a good deal of money 
— have to be sold off cheaply in the end, 
sometimes as waste paper! 

A good example of a publishor’s 
mistake are the memoirs of Stalin's 
daughter, Svetlana, ler Twenty Letters 
to @ Friend turned out to be the dearest 
Pig in a poke evor bought, 

ienna pubilsher Frllz Molden bought 
te rights to the book in tle face of flerce 
competition for the princely sum of 
810,000 Marks — without rending a line 
of It beforehand, 
„ But Svetlana’s revelations were any- 
ting but sensational and despite extensive 
advertising only 92 000 people decided to 
buy the book, Tlie rights therefore cost 
8.8OMarks a book! 

Like all publishers fighting for a place 
on the best-seller lists, Molden has hal

more lhan one flop in the past. Among 
recent worst-sellers is Boy or Gif? 
Detennine the Sex of Your Child. 

The book, by American writers Rorvik 
and Shettles, outlined a complicated 
system of nutritional, behavioural, sexual 
and other rules which, if adhered to 
correctly, would lead to the birht of the 
long-awaited male — or female —heir, 

In an age of birth control, Malden 
thought, ar instruction book of this ty 
should sell any thing up to a quarter oF a 
million copies. Thirty thousand copies 
were printed to cater for the initial rush, 
Despite extensive advertising and a 
splendid write up in Jasmin, then still the 
hertodicdl for people who live together", 
only 2,400 copies were sold. 

Besisellers, it has been found, cannot 
be made to order, not even with the most 
extensive advertising, Advertising can 
only make a suecessful book even more 
successful, it can encourage sales figurds 
but it cannot achieve succes on iis own. 

Gert Frederking, Molden’s distribution 
manager in the Federal Republic, names 
four other conditions that have to be met 
before a book is successful: quality or 
whal the purchaser conslers to be 
quality, Identification with the spirit of 
the age or contemporary problems, tlie 
image and Popularily of the author and 
appropriate public relations work, 

German publishing history fs full af 
examples where one or more of these 
ingredients were laler found to be 
lacking. 

Willy Droomer, who introduced besf- 
seller advertising to the Federal Republic 
with his catnpalgn to launch Mary 
McCarthy's The Gronp in 1964, has been 
able to repeat his success many times

For years the DFB has been bombarded 
from influential quarters with the tenet 
that it need only introduce a seco 
division In top-level professional sovver 
for all its problems to be soled 
overnight. In the end the Association 
capitulated, 

Meanwhile it has grown apparent tliat 
the second division does nothing but 
create fresh problems, Already ntany 
people are calling for some kind of 
foundation for the second division (in 
much the same way as the second division 
is intended to bridge the gap between the 
top-flight professional game and seni 
professional football) and there is 
something ir what they say. 

Already the clubs that are unlikely lo 
join the happy throng are banding 
together, while fhe prospective second- 
division clubs are wondering whether 
they might not be in for an unpleasant 
surprise. 

A great many clubs have already come 
to the conclusion that life is not so bad in 
the present regional leagues and remeım- 
bered the old saw: “A bird in the hand is 
worth two in the bush." Most clubs have 
long since felt uneasy about thelr 
forthcoming progeny. 

The DFB is partly to blame Ior this 
malaise.

wo massive state coffins made of 

allan marble threaten with scandal 
the Lutheran church of Oldenburg, the 
protectors of ancient monuments in the 
oue-time ducal town and the house of the 
grand dukes. No one wants the two huge 
coffins, one a memorial dating from 1667 
to the most famous and most beloved 
rulers of Oldenburg, Graf Anton Güntlrer 
and the first of the Oldenburg dukes, 
Friedrich August. They weigh tons and 
are empty. They are becoming weather 
beaten and falling into rnin İn a cemetery 
exposed to the elements. 

Two hundred years ago almost the 
sarcophagi stood in the Lambert Church, 
wiere the Oldenburg family used to 
worship. In 1970 itl was decided to 
rfonovate the church and it was thought 
that the monsters would stand in the way 
of the plans the church authorities had. 
The architects thought this and the 
workers thought the same, engaged in 
constructing a new baptistr annexed to 
the 700-year-all clıurelh, 

The sarcophagi devoid of the remains 
of any member of the ducal house, were 
first stored lu the hall-well of a staiçcase 
prior to being transported lo the churcl's 
cullar. Thon le main point of tlıe scandal 
cume to light. Tle architects measured u 
the coffins and fourd that they were 2 
centimetres too large to go into tho cellar. 

The huge coffins were iransporled witli 
difficulty to the Geıtıulde ceme try. There 
they found a place in a corner next to the 

jrcatd ducul [amily's mausoleum The 
amily had not been asked if the legless 
coffins could be left under the protection 
of, as lt were, the family ancestors, 

Since then the church authorities in 
Ollenlurg and the local ancient 
monuments protection society lave 
souglıt in valn for a resting place for the
